And if you've had your order in 
for retreading, you’ll have to forget 
it and start all over again, by filing 
an application w ith the rationing 
board 
They'll issue you a certifi­ 
cate—if you're on the eligible list. 
On and after tomorrow, Burns 
explained, retreaded and recapped 
tires will be subject to rationing 
just as are new tires and tubes. 
Certificates authorizing the retread­ 
ing of tires will be issued by the 
rationing boards.

Hitler and his strong-arm politicians were not getting 
ready to precipitate 
war, 
he 
croaked his somber 
warning lime and time again. He saw disaster coming 
and WUN powerless to stop It. When It tinily came, as 
he knew It would, he was 
given 
responsibility for 
somehow 
minimizing 
the 
Immediate 
consequences 
of unpreparedness and making arrangements for a 
happy ending at the proper time. 
Politically, Mr. Churchill’* government and per­ 
haps tilt man himself are In danger of being over­ 
thrown by discontent because the war Britons were 
not prepared to light defensively is not being won. 
The Irony ol this 
situation 
cannot be lost on Mr 
Churchill, yet hr d<x*s not speak of I*. 
There is a famous argument, never settled, about 
whether men make great event*, or the events make 
great men Whichever way It is, the things lutppening 
now cannot be disassociated from Winston Churchill 
He has shown himself to bi' the possessor of one of 
the great minds of our times. He is perhaps the best 
educated political leuder of his day—an historian of 
much more than mediocre ability. Above all else, he 
is a devout believer in the principle of representative 
government -fully as devout in his fashion as Adolf 
Hitler, who believes In despotism 
It is very easy to pick flaws in Mr Churchill, de­ 
ceptively easy 
He has had 
thrust 
upon 
him, 
as 
spokesman and administrator, a seemingly impossible 
task that he did not solicit 
Obviously, he is doing 
hts best It is passible, it is probable, that if everybody 
think ng In the same direction were to do their best, 
too, that some day Mr Churchill coijld make a really 
heart-wanning speech some Sunday 
a speech that 
even his critics would like 
Something like that must 
be the hope that makes him keep trying 
Something 
like that Is the hope that will make us all keep trying.
